CINCINNATI, December 6.—Aftera year of 
searching, Currie Atkins, who so mysteriously 
disappeared from a boarding school in Mem- 
phis, and for whom a large reward has been 
ottered, has turned up in the person of Maud 
Atkins, aninmate of Frank Wright’s bagnio, 
No. 182 Broadway. Maud Atkins is a very

‘A few days ago, while sitting in the par- 
lor, @ young man whom I bad known in Chat- 
tanouga entered. | was so surprised and 
frightemed that I fainted away, and after 
rok to he proposed to take me home. I 
refuseg. After he left I was afraid he would 
tell my folks of my whereabouts, and | de- 
cided to write and ask forgiveness and per- 
mission to return. My mother answered that 
she would start immediately for Cincinnati, 
and would take me home. At receiving this 
letter I telegraphed I was coming, and now | 
am on my way.” 

The story of bright, attractive and young 
girls, with kind and Iuxurious homes, going 
down by alifeofshame is an old one, but 
the cage of Maud Atkins is indeed a sad one

SAMON’S GwEaT CAIME. 


The Miaate Confession —_ New Hampshire Mur-

Itmight have 
been am hour or more after | put her into 
the trank before I started away with 
it. I pulled the trunk down stairs and got 
the wheelbarrow. My idea then was to 
wheel the trunk somewhere and go ani 
drown myself, When I started | had not 
thought-of going to Ruddy’s; when I started 
for Raddy’s I had not thought of hurting 
them; left the trunk outside; Il went down 
town and back to Ford’s; before I went back 
| carried over some thingsin a pail; I re- 
mained in the house with Mrs. Ruddy till 
Ruddy came home; I ate supper with them; 
dou’t know as they thought that I was going 
to stay all night, 

THE TEMPTATION,

hatched; at this time the trunk had not been 
opened. 

THE THOUGHT OF ARSON. 

I chopped the rope off the trunk and turned 
the body of Mrs. Furd eut on the flour; I] 
then ran round and puiled the beds round 
every way; I put the kerosene all around and 
set iton fire; then I ran into the street and 
went right over to Ford’s;: the door was 
bolted on the inside, sol did not get into the 
house; then I started for Piymouth;

line Mrs. Ford was not dead. 

In answer to the question: ‘“‘Saman, are 
you gulity or not guilty?’ he responded:

CRITICISMS OF SIR HBNRY JAMES. 
COURSE. 


He Objectsto Lawyers Using the Privilege of Argus 
mentforthe Iatreductioa of Evidence— Rumor 
Thet Francs and China Have Deelareda 
War-N.ws Frem the O:d Worid. 


Lonpon, December 6.—Sir Henry James, 
attorney general, bas written Lord Chief Jus- 
tice Coleredge, taking exceptions to the con- 
duct of the counsel of the defense in the 
O'Donnell case. The attorney general sug 
gests that should counse! in future cases at- 
tempt to interject statements which are ii 
the nature of evidence, the justice before 
whom the case is being tried, shall inform 
the counsel that such pleading is inadmissi- 
ble, and will not be permitted. Should an 
appeal be taken from this ruling, the question 
is to be decidod by a full court, and a full 
bench decided the words admissible, O'Don- 
nell would have been acquitted. The lord 
chief justice in reply says that in November, 
1881, the judges decided by a vote of 19 


against 2, that such statements should not be 
atlowed, which decision had probably escaped 
Justice Denman’s memory. 

In the court of queen’s bench to-day the 
case of the Central News vs. the press associa- 
tion, for libel, was begun. The libel is al- 
leged to have been contained in the letter of 
the manager of the press association to one 
of the customers of the Central News deny- 
ing that the latter received any telegram in 
regard to the fire in the circus at Berditchev, 
Russia. The defendants denied the publica- 
tion and pleaded that the libel was privi- 
leged and true. They also stated that the 
manager wrote the letter without authority. 

0’ DON NELL’S MISTRESS.

Limerick, December 6.—At the meeting of 
the corporation of Limerick last evening, a 
resolution was adopted to confer the freedom 
of the city upon Hon. Charies Dawson, M. P., 
retiring lord mayor of Dublin, and formerly 
high sheriff of the county Limerick. The 
pgssage of the resolution led toa row among 
the members, some of them calling the others 
rowdies. Considerable excitement ensued. 

RUMORS OF WAR. 

LonpDoN, December 6,—This evening the 
St. James Gazette, inits financial article says: 
There is an unconfirmed repurton the stock 
excbange that war between France and 
China has been declared. It caused excite- 
ment and a general decline in prices. News 
has been received in Hong Kong from 
Tiertsin, the port of Pekin, that the govern- 
ment of China refuses to withdraw or modify 
its claims in regard to Tonquin, and that she 
prefers war to the surrender of the province 
to France. Large bodies of troops are con- 
tinually passing Hong Kong en route to the 
Tonquin border. 

The La Liberty, a newspaper, says that Eng- 
land is taking energetic steps to bring about a 
treaty between France and China. It adds 
that it has authorized information which 
leads to the belief that peacetul negotiations 
have made great progress during the last few 
days. Itis probable, the La Liberty states, 
that the event which thegovernment expects 
as likely to exercise great influence upon the 
impending debate in the chamber of depn- 
ties, is not so much afiat of arms im Toryuin 
as in China’s adhesion to a basis of treaty 
which has been suggested by England. 

THE CONSTANTINOPLE FIRE

How Oscar Waters Escaped from the Guard House 
Night Hefere Last, 


Oscar Waters made his escape from the 
city on yesterday morning between half past 
two ahd. three o'clock. 

Day before yesterday a telegram was receiv- 
ed at police | headquarters from a station on 
the Air-Line road, asking for Waters’ arrest. 
‘The message was signed by one of the passen 
ger conductors on the Air-Line. Waters’ ar- 
rest was requested upon the charge of cheat- 
ing and swindling. The message was duly 
bulletined at police headquarters and before 
the clock struck twelve day before yesterday 
Mounted Officer Dick Clark succeeded in run- 
ning bhimin. Soon after Waters reached the 
city prison some of his friends put in an ap 
pearance and petiti med Stationhouse Keeper 
Foute not to lock him up,

be settled. In support of this declaration they 
exhibited a telegram from the conductor who 
caused ihe arrest in which it was stated th: ut 

the paym: nt of $15 by Waters would satisfy 
the complaint Against him. Waters’ friends 
declared their intention to pay the money 
but when Stationhouse Keeper Buchanan re- 
lieved Stationhouse Keeper Foute, the money 
bed not been paid. Waters remained in the 
oftice until about eleven o'clock Wednesday 
night when he was led into the corridor about 
the cells. There he remained until he took 
French leave. About one o'clock Wed- 
nesday night a visit to the corridor 
reveuled the presence of Waters. He was 
sitting in a chairand was apparen tly asleep.

But 
since his return to Atlanta, and his reported 
marriage with Miss Pearson, he has stated to 
Captain Gray, the cotton broker, that he 
had not married her, and that he never in- 
tended to marry her. Waters will probably 
keep clear of Atl inta this time.

One day 
soon after the Western ana Atiantic road was 
started, be saw that the bridge over the river 
was on fire and at once left his ferry boat and 
pruceeded to the scene of the conflagration 
On arriving there he found that the watch- 
YInan had gone toan eiection and that the 
bridge had caught from a passing locomotive. 
He set to work to extinguish the fire and 
worked with greatenergy nearly os hag 
day,at lastsucceeding in saving the bridge. His 
services were duly appreciated by the state, 
He was purchased and given his freedonf and 
the state employed him as a watchman or 
office man around the State road depot. He 
was given a house and lot near the old Macon 
and Western roundhouse, and it was under 
stood that he was to have a home and employ- 
ment as long ashe lived. Sherman’s men 
tore his house down, but after the war he 
rebuiltit. When the State road was leased the 
new management dismissed Ransom, who 
had then been overtaken by age, and was not 
able todo much work.
